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This exhibition was originally conceived by 
The Friends of The Corcoran as a modest effort 
devoted to showing some thirty fine examples of 
contemporary art owned in Washington. As time 
went on it became obvious from the unexpected 
richness of local collections that a second gallery 
must be added and, finally, two more small gal¬ 
leries were needed to house even a relatively 
small percentage of the treasures that were dis¬ 
covered. 

The research and the selection of the indi¬ 
vidual works in the exhibition as well as pre¬ 
paration of this catalogue, was entrusted by the 
Friends solely to Mrs. Meda Sokolova Mladek. To 
Mrs. Mladek is due full credit and responsibility 
for the often difficult choices that had to be made.

The name which the Friends of the Corcoran 
Gallery have chosen for this exhibition covers a 
period of over 90 years marked by a variety in 
art greater than has ever before been known, pro¬ 
lific in schools and individual ventures, filled with 
art revolutions and counter-revolutions, blessed 
with courage and originality, and—inevitably— 
suffering also from pretense and foolishness. To 
assemble from private collections of one city a 
complete image of the evolution of modern art is 
impossible for the simple reason that in any 
single city certain schools and certain artists are 
absent from the collections. The task of assem¬ 
bling a historically satisfactory selection was 
rendered even more difficult in Washington by 
severe time limitations: roughly two months were 
available for viewing the collections, for selecting 
and cataloguing. About 70 collections were visited 
and close to 1,000 works examined. There are 
undoubtedly other collections which would have 
yielded several worthwhile examples of modern 
art. Alas, it was impossible to approach them 
before the expiration of the time limit. Yet, 
while the catalog shows some obvious historical 
gaps, a great many schols have ben found to be 
represented in Washington. An effort has been 
made to bring in as many schools and artists 
as are justified by the quality of their work. Some 
painters are represented by gouaches, aquarelles, 
drawings, provided that their quality is good, in 
lieu of nonexistent or inadequate canvases. All in 


introduction 


all, it was an encouraging experience, going from 
one collection to another, to discover that Wash¬ 
ington is one of the cities where the quality of 
works of art is very good, better indeed than in a 
great many larger and richer communities. Cer¬ 
tain artists are represented rather abundantly in 
Washington private collections, and it was a 
painful task to have to eliminate many excellent 
works in order to maintain, within the limited 
space available, a reasonably balanced distribu¬ 
tion between various schools. 

I owe a debt of gratitude to collectors for their 
generous response and their willingness to live 
for more than a month of a busy season between 
walls marked by empty rectangular shadows. My 
own compensation for these hectic weeks was the 
pleasure of having been able to view a great 
number of good works of art, of which many 
more than the capacity of this exhibition permits 
deserve to be shown to the public. 

I would also like to thank Mrs. Bernhard Bech- 
hoefer for her enthusiastic and efficient help in 
organizing the show; Mr. Victor Amato for his 
admirable and successful effort to produce photo¬ 
graphs for the catalog within an exactingly 
short time. Mr. James M. Cutts disinterestedly 
undertook the task of constructing partitioning 
and helping with the installations. Mr. Kurt 
Wiener’s experience and remarkable craftsman¬ 
ship are responsible for this handsome catalog.
